HAMPTON, Va.. Dec... 12.—(/)— 
Elisha Kent Kane, University of Ten- 
nessee professor,~ was acquitted by a 
jury tonight of a charge of murder- 


penke bay -last’ September. 

The verdict ¢ame after the jury had 
been out three hours and 45 minutes, 
Professor Kane took the verdict calm- 
ly, standing with his father on one 
side of him,and his brother, Dr. Thom- 
as L.. Kane, onthe other. 

The verdict terminated. a five-day 
trial during which more than 50 wit- 
nesses testified concerning the drown- 
ing, the married -life of the Kanes and 
maladies suffered by-..the drowned 
woman. The testimony tered large- 
ly around the content by the de- 
fense that Mrs. Kane was a victim of 
heart trouble and fainting spells, and 
that such an attack led to her drown- 
ing, while she ‘and her husband were 
bathing at a lonely Spot at Grand 
View beach.- 

The state charged that Kane was 
guilty of premeditated. murder, and 
sought. to prove that the.couple’s mar- 
ried life was unhappy &rd that Kane 
was involved in a love triangle. The 
state failed; however, to introduce 
the “Betty” Dahl letters, which the 
prosecution contended would establish 
a motive for the alleged murder. Kane 
admitted upon cross-examination that 
he had invited a°**Mrs. Dahl to a 
dance at Fort Bragg while: he was 
in training there as a reserve officer. 
Witnesses included members of Mrs 


|; Kane’s family who appeared for the 


prosecution and members. of Professor 
Kane's family from Kane, Pa., who 
testified in his behalf, 

One of 
nesses, L. J. Barnes, testified he saw 
from @ distance Kane linger on the 
beach with a body derried. from the 
water and placed in a car bearing a 
Tennessee license. On ' nia 
tion, however, Barnes mitted he 
was an illiterate.. There was no eye- 
witness to the drowning.  Watermerti 
testified they heard “distressful

Rev; J. M. Williams Given 
Life Term in Prison for 
Murder of Sailor Son. 


. 

‘AUGUSTA, Ga., Dec. 12.—()— 
The Rev. J. M. Williams, former Ro- 
chelle (Ga.) minister, was sentenced 
to life in prison today -after a jury 
had found him guilty of*the murder 
of his sailor son for $2,500 insurance. 

Sitting with his weeping family. 
Williams repeated his protestations of 
innocence. 

“I did not kill my son,” he said. 

His attorneys announced a motion 
for new. trial would be filed Monday. 
An appeal will be made, they said. 
The sentence, pronounced immediate- 
ly, was mandatory under the verdict, 
which recommended mercy. 

The insurance money, which offi- 
cers said Williams urgently needed 
to cover cotton ‘market losses, was 
the only motive advanced by the state. 

The son, Raiford Grady Williams, 
was found shot to death in a mill yard 
near here late in August. He had 
been killed as he returned to his post 
in New York as a navy pharmacist’s 
mate dfter a furlough at his eres 
home. 

The elder.’ Wilfiams was arrestid 
September 6 at Rochelle as he made 
pr eparations for services at his church. 

e resigned from the ministry of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, south, 
shortly afterward. 

Williams himself obtained the spe- 
cial furlough for his 19-year-old son 
to visit a sister reported ill in Ro- 
chelle. Officers said they had learned 
the sister was not gravely ill, 

Ewidence of the state was largely 
circumstantial.

TWO MEN RESCUED 


IN BATTERED BOAT BO 
ON NORWAY COAST Si 


Bodies of\ 4 Comrades, 
Dead From Thirst, Also 
Found *in Small Craft. 


| 17 Deadpr Missing. 


OSLO, Norway, Dec. 12.—P)— 
Two men, more dead than alive, float- 


| cd ashore near the fishing village of 


Maaloey today in a battered and leak- 
ing lifeboat, with them were the bodies 
of four of their comrades, dead from 
thirst, hunger and cold. 

The landing of the two survivors 
marked the tragic end of the careér 
of the German trawler Venus, which 
has used the shadowy paths of the 
North sea and the cover of night’ -to 
deliver cargoes of illicit liquor on the 
shores of Norway. 

Seventeen members of the vessels’ 
crew are either dead or missing. 

The two survivors: were incoherent, 
but from their fragmentary statements 
the authorities were able to piece to- 
gether the story of the Venus. 

Disabled by two: well-placed shots 


‘from a coast guard vessel the rum 


ship went on the rocks and got off 
only to founder later in 15 fathoms. 

December 1 the Venus put out from 
Lerwick, Shetland islands, with al- 
most 50,000 gallons of liquor; Sev- 
eral days ago, after she had sneceed- 
ed in landing 3,000 gallons on the 
Norwegian coast, she was found by 
a const. guard eutter. The cutter 
fired 20 shots:..at her, some of them 
proving effective, but she escaped in 
the lowering dusk of the early north- 
ern night, ; 


Soon afterward she struck the rocks 
off the Sogne coast north of Bergen. 
The crew got her off and kept her 
afloat by pumps. only to have her 
ground again, rip open at the bottom 
and sink, 

The seamen attempted to escape 
in two boats and on pieces of wreck- 
age. One. boat eapsized and the six 
men in it were drowned. 

“The .other-:lifeboat also capsized: 

e seven, men “aboard held on ‘to 
the bottom and sueceeded in righting 
it and regaining their. places—with 
the exception of the captain, who. had 
broken’ his arm and was unequal to 
the strain of holding on. 

Four of the remaining six died dur- 
ing the long hours when the boat 
tossed about the wintry sea. The oth- 
er two,.when they finally were found 
on the beach at Maaloey, were in piti- 
ful condition from thirst and hunger. 

When the survivors have recovered 
they will be taken to near-by Kris- 
tiansund to be questioned by the au- 
thorities. 

The Venus, which listed Panama 
as her port of registry, will be visited 
by divers as soon as the sea is suffi- 
ciently quiet. 

Eleven of the missing 17 men were 
British, the others being Germans and 
Poles.. The captain, whose name was 
Visnagrotsky, had a home in the Shet- 
lands and was in difficulty once be- 
fore, police said, {n connection with 
rum running.

rich Bruening tonight in a speech

American Chamber of Commerce. 

The chancellor has been in bed the 
last two days, suffering from a bad 
cold. He had hoped to be able to get 
up in order that be might address the 
American audienee, but when that 
proved impossible he delegated Her- 
mann Warmbold, minister of com- 
merce, to read his speech. 

The chancellor appealed for inter- 
national solidarity and declared Ger- 
many would be able to pay her debts 
if allowed to export her products 
without hindrance. 

He explained he was refraining from 
commenting on the short term credits 
negotiations now going on at Berlin 
and on the reparations problems 
which are being investigated at Basel, 
because these matters are in the 
process of being judged. 

Expressing the hope that the Amer- 
icans present would admit from their 
own observation that in the last few 
years Germany had done her utmost 
to set her house in order, Dr. Bruen- 
ing said all these efforts would be 
vain if other- nations-did not display 
solidarity. , 

“Of such solidarity, however, there 
is no sign today,” -he declared, “On 
the contrary the economic battle "is 
becoming ever fiercer.”’ 

Citing the Dawes ps statement 
that debts are payable enly. by. .sur- 
plus of exports, the chancellor asserted 
that all creditor nations are erecting 
barriers against Germany. 

“That is not the way to restore or- 
der in the world,” he said. “We 
must be allowed to export. Then we 
can pay, but if our exports are _throt- 
tled we cannot. I believe you as busi- 
‘Ressmen will realize this.’ 

The chancellor complained about 
what he described as erroneous views 
widely held in America to the effect 
that Germany has used borrowed 
money. for luxuries,

Soviet Russia is the land of present 
sacrifice for future betterment, and 
this applies to foreigners as well as 
natives. The greatest sacrifices in 
necessities and comforts are demanded 
of the American wives of Americans 

working in Russia. 

As a student, relief 
reporter in Europe, the 
visited many American colonies in 
London, Paris, Coblenz, Berlin and 
Vienna. Nowhere has he seen Amer- 
ican women showing such a _ brave 
spirit as in the isolated groups sta- 
tioned in Moscow or-at the industrial 
developments throughout the union. 

Judged by Russian standards the 
Americans are .living in sybaritic 
luxury with “their bathtubs; soap, 
linen, china, canned goods, shoes~and 
changes of clothing. Judged by 
American standards they are barely 
existing. ~ “ 

In these American circles there is 
as much <talki about eating as there is 
talk‘ im the United States about prohi- 
bition. The reason is that it is harder 
to get food in Russia than to get 
good liquor in’the United States. 
_.mericans are pérmitted to import 
some” ef their supplies and the gov- 
ernment -has {ried to make things 
easier by opening in Moscow two 
“fereigners’ stores,” ene which sé) 
: in’ foubles and.the othet in dol- 
lars. Goods at the rouble. store ‘are 
much cheaper than in the open mar- 
ket, but are extrethely high if the 
rouble is taken at par—53 cents. 

A 10-cent bar of chocolate, for in- 
stance, costs three roubles. Prices at 
the dollar store are only slightly 
higher than American prices, but the 
choice is confined to such staples as 
white Bread, bacon, . cheese, butter, 
‘eggs, candies, cigarets, winejand a 
few Russian canned goods. Many of 
the Americans receive part of their 
compensation in roubles and do not 
have American or other foreign 
money to buy supplies at the dollar 
store, . 

The Russians can’t understand why 
the Americans are not contented. An 
American correspondent and his wife, 
after living for three years in a two- 
room Moscow apartment, were joyous 
over the fact that the correspondent 
was about to be transferred to Ber- 
lin. The Russian chairman of the 
house committee in their apartment 
tried to commiserate with them. 

“Of course,” said the Russian, “you 
are sorry to leave Moscow where you 
have so many privileges. You khow 
in Berlin, foreigners do not have such 
privileges as you have enjoyed here.” 

He would not: believe the Ameri- 
cans when they told him that there 
‘was no need for privileges in Berlin, 
that better apartments could be had 
much cheaper and that a wide variety 
of food was available to all who had 
the money. :

The measure will provide a fund: 
First, to make loans to individuals, 
for the purpose of forming agricul- 
tural ‘credit corporations, live stock 
corporations and other such like or- 
ganizations which, under the law, are 
authorized to do business with the in- 
termediate credit bank, and to indi- 
viduals for the purpose of increasing 
the capital stock of such organizations 
already existing; second, to make 
loans to such organizations directly, 
at the discretion of the secretary of 
agriculture and upon such security as 
he may approve, providing that such 
direct loans shall not. exceed 75 per 
cent of the capital stock of the credit 
corporation, live stock agency and oth- 
er like organization. 

Senator George stated that the pro- 
posed legislation is in no wise incon- 
sistent with the legislation proposed 
by the president in his message to con- 
gress to provide additional capital to 
the federal land banks or to other 
farm relief proposals. The primary 
purpose of the bill is to create a per- 
manent fund and to establish farm 
credits upon a permanent basis as 
contemplated in the act creating the 
intermediate credit bank. It is not 
proposed to create new credit agen- 
cies but to make available to the farm- 
ers the facilities of the intermediate 
credit banking system.

To Guglielmo Marconi, Inventor

NEW YORK, Dec. 12.—()—A 
grateful world paid its respects to- 
day to Guglielmo Marconi, the one 
man whose continued research work 
has enabled’ humanity to talk and 
even to see through the ether. 

It was in the form of a roll call 
of nations and colonial possessions, 
15 of which participated in the most 
extensive broadcast ever attempted, 


‘presented under the auspices of the 


National Broadcasting Company. with 
two coast-to-coast networks joining in 
the transmission on this side of the 
Atlantic. Virtually every country 


| participating also made the program 
available to its listeners, 


The occasion was the thirtieth an- 
niversary of the first spanning of the 
Atlantic with a wireless “message.” 
It probably was the briefest and most 
significant message on recora, as it 
merely of the letter “S” 
made up of three tiny dots of the 
Morse code. 

Senator Marconi himself joined in 
the program sending a “cordial greet- 
ing to every one of you interested in 
radio.” He spoke from London, con- 
cluding by reproducing the “S” signs! 
as he heard it come into the receiver 
located on the bleak coast of New- 
foundland on that cold and blustery 
day of Decembér 12, 1901, ‘after it 
had traveled the unexplored reaches 
of space over the Atlantic. 

Under the guidance of Edward 
Thorgerson, as director-announcer. in 
the New York studios, the outstand- 
ing broadcast was opened from Wash- 
ington, with M. T, Aylesworth, pres- 
ident of NBC introducing David Sar- 
noff, president of R. C. A. .

“In most areas,” Mr. Treanor’s re- 
port said, “the volume of credit com- 
monly needed for the purchase of food 
and feed will be largely eliminated. 
Fertilizer will be less costly and prob- 
ably will be used more sparingly than 
in 1931, and retail prices of the things 
farmers must buy will be somewhat 
lower than they were in the spring of 
1931. In this connection a word of 
caution will not be out of place that 
credit should only be used under such 
conditions that an adequate return 
can be expected.” 

The first factor to be considered in 
meeting the cotton situation, the re- 
port said, is the production of ample 
supplies for home use, not only for 
current needs but for a substantial re- 
serve. 

Farnf@s getting less than one-half 


bale per acre are advised to use the 
land for something else, for a yield 
of this kind will not, under Georgia 
conditions, cover cost of production. 

Tobacco growers will be urged to 
produce tobacco of good quality that 
will continue the demand of factories 
for bright Georgia tobacco for use in 
making cigarets. From the present 
outlook, Treanor pointed out, rgia 
farmers cannot reasonably hope for 
high prices at best. and past experi- 
ence has shown that profit can be ex- 
pected only in case of good yields per 
acre of high quality tobacco. 
Although extremely low prices were 
received for the large 1931 crop, the 
peach production of the'south appears 
to be on a sound economic basis be- 
caused of the decrease in the rate of 
planting. Georgia peach growers will 
be urged to plant new peach trees only 
for the purpose of replacing old ones. 

Some acreage curtailment of pea- 
nuts in 1932 appears advisable for 
those farmers who harvest the nuts, 
The acreage planted to runner pea- 
nuts for hogs, however, has not been 
excessive and considerable expansion 
in this direction is justifiable for farm- 
ers in position to take advantage of it. 

Increased productions of sweet pota- 
toes, corn, hay, oats and legumes will 
be urged. There is abundant room for 
Georgia farmers to expand in hog rais- 
ing, dairying and poultry enterprises. 
Beef cattle offer an opportunity of 
utilizing some of the land now unprof- 
ita for crops. As a home supply 
crop wheat will fit well into a “live- 
at-home” program of agriculture and 
for this purpose a large increase in 
acreage is justified. 

“Be a conservative in 1932,” Mr. 
Treanor advises, “thereby protecting 
and safeguarding our investment in- 
terests to the best possible advantage. 
This plan of action affords the best 
means of restabilizing our state and 
station from the standpoint not only 
of the farmer, but every objective agen- 
cy dependent upon his prosperity and 
success.”

William C.. Devere, Cincinnati rum- 
runner, was convicted in Ware coun- 
ty superior court late today for the 
slaying of J. H. “Cracker” Johnson, 
Ware county police officer, after the 


jury had been out for almost 30 hours. 

He was found guilty of voluntary 
manslaughter, his term of imprison- 
ment in the penitentiary being fixed 
at from 19 to 20 years. 

The case went to the jury yester- 
day afternoon at 12:15 o'clock after 
a trial that lasted a day and a half, 
with an added night session. 

Devere is one of three persons in- 
dicted, jointly, for the slaying of Of-| 
ficer Johnson, having been called to 
trial first by Solicitor-General Allen’ 
B. Spence, who directed the prosecu- 
tion. Mrs. Devere and Andrew Nor-! 
man, alias Andrew Parsons, both held 
in the Ware county jail, await trial. 

During the trial the ctate alleged 
Johnson had arrested the trio on a 
liquor charge and was riding on the 
running board of the automobile as 
he directed the driver toward the 
county jail. Johnson was beaten in 
the face in an effort, to dislodge him 
and when that method proved unsuc- 
cessful Devere drove the car against a 
concrete underpass, knocking the of- 
ficer off, and speeded away, state at- 
torneys claimed. 

Johnson lived for some after he was 
hurt and was quoted by officers as 
having said “The dirty seéundrels hit 
me.” He said he was struck with 
fists _— with a pistol. The statement 
was admitted as evidence over protest 
of the defense. 

Devere, in an unsworn statement, 
said Johnson’s death was an accident 
and that he sped away for fear John- 
son would shoot him.

several districts on the basis of each 
district's mileage as compared with 
the total mileage of the state. 

F.'V. Van Story, treasurer of the 
highway department, was the only 
person to give oral testimony at the 
hearing today. His testimony was 
completed just before adjournment. 
He said that all allotment figures 
were based on July 1, 1931, mileage, 
which amounted to approximately 
7,200 miles. The mileage is subject 
to change at almost any time, he said. 

The attorneys for the highway de- 
partment in their demurrer maintain 
that. acts subsequent to the 1919 act, 
upon which the plaintiffs base their 
suit, has modified the prior act, mak- 
ing it virtually impossible to allocate 
the funds as first provided.

He has made frequent trips to 
Pittsburgh, where he visited one of 
his three’ children, -Dr. George Gib- 
son, of suburban Wilkinsburg, and 
whenever possible he has chatted with 
Dreyfuss, with whom he always has 
been a favorite. 

FITS IN WITH NEW GAME. 

Elimination of the lively ball has 
returned the game to the type played 
when Gibby was a Pirate, and Drey- 
fuss is confident his new manager will 
be “at home” on the diamond as 
though he had not been in retire- 
ment at all. 

Gibby came to the Pirates as a 
catcher in 1905 and within a few 
years had developed into a star. 
His fame as an “iron man” and 
a brainy catcher is known to 
baseball fans all over the coun- 


try. , 

Among the feats that stand out in 
the record of the new Pirate man- 
ager is the fact that in 1908 he 
caught 140 games for the Bucs, the 
following year he worked in 150 con- 
tests of the 154-game schedule, and 
the following year saw him taking 
part in 143 contests. 

SUCCESS IN 1920. 

He maneged the club in 1920 with 
considerable success, Then followed 
the sensational race of 1921, when 
he took his club east late in Septem- 
ber more than half a dozen games 
in the lead only to lose that lead and 
the pennant.

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ATHENS, Ga., Dee. 12.—“Visitors 
to America may criticize your presi- 
dent, your women, your laws, and al- 
most any other sacred American insti- 
tution, but when one ventures to cen- 
sure your game of football one is 
subject to attack by a hundred mil- 
lion angry Americans,” declared John 
Archibald Boyd Carpenter, Oxford 
University, England, in an intéerna- 
tioal debate with the University of 
Georgia here tonight.

More prosaically, it was a protection 
from mosquitoes, (Yesterday I saw 
riceless examples of these capes in 
Ace and in organdie in the state mu- 
seum.)

Miss Schilling Gives Findings = 
Of Episcopal Tnennial Meet” 7 


Miss Louise Schilling, chairman of 
the rural work committee of the Dioc- 
esan Woman's Auxiliary and dele- 
gate to the triennial convention, 
which met in Denver to discuss the 
outstanding problems of the church to- 
day, continues with the findings of 
that convention, as follows: 

The committee, appointed to pre- 
pare findings on the subject of inter- 
national relations, submitted the fol- 
lowing report: As we try to stand 
by the side of the Prince of Peace and 
look at the world through His eyes, 
we seem to see in every land the fol-

_ 1. Post-war nationalism, as shown 
in loyalty to the state above every- 
thing else, while making for national 
solidarity, is contrary to the spirit cf 
ist, because it is characterized by 
national selfishness, a sense of nation- 
al superiority and intolerance, and is 
a menace to the peaceful interrelations 
of the world. 

2. There are, however, hopeful signs 
of a trend toward a more Christian 
spirit of co-operation. In our own na- 
tion it is shown by a willingness to 
confer with other nations in the dis- 
armament conference, the different 


}; societies which promote friendly rela- 


tions between peoples, a change in ed- 
ucational methods, and international 
schools and centers. The worldwide 
economic depression has made us con- 
scious of our interdependence and the 
need of Christian principles in all re- 
lations of life. 

Women’s responsibility in the 
present emergency is the education of 
individuals and groups, beginning with 
the family, to create a public opinion 
which will eliminate fear psychology 
and bring about the peace of the world 
and the union of Christendom through 
the church of Christ. It is our hope 
that our leaders in church and state 
will rise above partisanship to the 
larger field of Christian policies. We 
urge a deeper consecration in promot- 
ing the peace of the world through 
every possible channel, by active par- 
ticipation in peace organizations, our 
world missions and prayer. 

4. We respectfully suggest that the 
executive board prepare a program 
which may be used in the education 
of parish groups along the lines of 
international relations. 

is for Study. 

The committee appointed to prepare 
the findings on the subject of inter- 
racial contacts submits the following 
report: Christ’s own teaching, as giv- 
en in the two great commandments, 
was taken as the basis for our study. 
He teaches us that under the father- 
hood of God all men are brothers and 
therefore race prejudice cannot exist 
in His kingdom. 

_ In this great family all human be- 
ings have an equal right to attain the 
highest development for which God 
has fitted them. Race prejudice is 
not an instinct, but outgrowth of ex- 
ample or of precept, and is sometimes 
an exaggerated form of racial self- 
consciousness. It is injurious to both 
parties and reacts adversely on the 
dominant as well as the dominated. 
Its sources are the fear of being ruled 


economically, industrially and politi-| ed 


cally, jealousy of superior attainments 
In race development, the lack of mu- 
tual understanding, and the repulsion 
that sometimes comes from a differ- 
ence in color, language, background 
and customs. The problem presents 
itself prominently in the relations, of 
every-day life, chiefly in the fields of 
industry and religion, in science, and 
in the cutural arts it is less acute. 

_ The remedy for race prejudice lies 
in the unlimited application of Christ’s

need of an interchange of cul- 
ture and the knowledge of the tradi- 
tion, history and religion of other 
races, must be encouraged so that a 
more sympathetic understanding can 
be acquired. 


Economic Conditions. 

The committee appointed to prepare 
findings on the subject of property and 
economic conditions submits the fol- 
lowing report: The fundamental prin- 
ciple underlying all questions of prop- 
erty and economic conditions is the 
recognition that Christian men and 
women should hold their possessions, © 
both spiritual and material, as a 
sacred and social trust, and that they 
should respect a man for what he is 
rather than for what he owns. 

Attention is called to the fact that 
the concern of the church over prop- 
erty and economic conditions is not 
new and that in earlier industrial up- 
heavals, as is true today, men and 
women of the church have endeavored 
to bring about a better social order. 

It is agreed that because women 
control the buying of 80 per cent of 
the world’s goods, they should have an 
understanding of the ethics of buying, 
i. e., a knowledge of the conditions un- 
der which products are made and sold. 
The effect upon the public of osten- 
tatious spending and its injury to 
Christian relationship should be recog- 
nized. .In these days, when many lack 
food, shelter and clothing, the pur- 
chase of necessities should take prece- 
dence over that of luxuries. Christ- 
mas giving should be in the light of 
service and giving, rather than that 
of exchange. 

It was emphasized that there is a 
very real individual responsibility to 
know conditions and policies in the 
industries and institutions in which 
one’s money is invested. The further 
suggestion is made that workers be 
protected against wage cuts when 
dividends of investors are augmented. 
In view of the present widespread un- 
employment, serious consideration 
should be given, both in the home and 
in industry, to retaining present em- 
ployes, wherever possible, at the pres- 
ent scale'of wages. Furthermore, it 
was felt that those who do not need 
remuneration for their work should 
find an outlet of self-expression in 
volunteer work, thus leaving salaried 
positions for those who need a means 
of support. 

Enforced leisure presents a chal- 
lenge to the church to provide recrea- 
tional, educational, vocational and 
cultural opportunities for the unem- 
ployed. With the shortening of hours 
of labor, increased leisure may be an- 
ticipated with a corr nding respon-. 
sibility on the part of the church to 
provide for its right use. The defi- 
nite suggestion was made that parish 
houses used for such purposes. 

In these days, which are compara- 

ble to war times, criticism should be 
constructive, rather than destructive, 
and every individual should, so far as 
possible, co-operate with the establish- 
and organized agencies for welfare 
and relief, 
_ The way in which the relief situa- 
ion is met this ter will have a 
great bearing on the final adjustment 
of our economic system. In the words 
of a Lambeth pronouncement, “we 
must be ready for study, for work and 
for sacrifice in order that in our in- 
dustrial system and our economic 
structure, as well as in our homes and 
churches, His kingdom may come, and 
His will may be done.”

Sending the Whole Child to School” 
Is Discussed by Education Chairman

In keeping. with the principle of 
“Sending the Whole Child to School,” 
the atmosphere of the school is be- 
coming more and more attractive. A 
recent digest of. a report given by 
Mrs. Fred Pigeon, General Federation 
chairman of education, is the state- 
ment that “sending the whole child 
to school” does not mean that soft 
~ pedagogy is replacing the discipline 
Of the past, but it does mean that 
courses of study are being adapted 
to meet the needs of the individual 
pupils, whereas, “in the good old 
days” the pupil was obliged to ad- 
just himself to artificial and unsci- 
entific curricula. Provision is being 
made for various types of children, 
the accelerant child, the so-called nor- 
mal child and the handicapped, name- 
ly, the blind, the semi-blind, those 
with speech defect, the hard of hear- 
ing, the mentally atypical, the car- 
diac or epileptic, the crippled child. 

Carefully prepared programs of 
moral instruction, based on a sound 
philosophy, are being adopted by 
school authorities. In fact, the ma- 
jor problem now under consideration 
by the department of superintendence 
of the National Education Associa- 
tion includes ways and means of pro- 
viding moral instruction in the class- 
rooms of the public school. The pub- 


lic school curriculum should also in- 
clude training in the elements of re- 
finement, which opens a _ challenge 
that should be recognized back in our 
teachers’ colleges and teacher train- 
ing classes. The development of self- 
control on the emotional side and 
power of will on the intellectual, will 
go far toward the preparation of good 
citizenship, which likewise is a car- 
dinal objective of popular education. 

The school should and does go fur- 
ther. It undertakes to fit the square 
peg into the square hole—specifically 
it gives vocational training and guid- 
ance and to some extent renders ac- 
tual placement service. Many of us, 
either through absorption or partici- 
pation became familiar with our own 
public school system, but we remain 
unaware of the fact that many friends 
of popular education lack this inti- 
mate acquaintance. There exists in 
every community a proportionately 
large, powerful group of interested 
citizens who wield a tremendous in- 
fluence in creating public opinion and 
who are a great potential force in 
promoting any worthwhile, progres- 
sive, building or.curriculum program 
women wish to develop. Let us urge 
our own clubs and other prominent 
organizations, as a matter of duty and 
responsibility, to reaffirm their alleci- 
ance to the public schools of our state 
with whatever weight and influence 
their membership may have.

. The parent-teacher movement was 
begun 35 years ago for the one pur- 


pose, “the study and welfare of the 
child.” The pioneers realized the im- 
portance of the fact that character 
building in children is the paramount 
work of parent# and teachers, For 
character is being formed every day 
in every classroom, and parents and 
teachers realize that they are the ar- 
biters of these little destinies, and 
that their responsibility is to plan 
the education of the child so that all 
sides of his nature, physical, mental, 
moral and spiritual, will grow ani 
expand until the time, as an adult, 
he will possess a whole, wholesome 
personality. 

The parent-teacher movement 
stresses these four essentials: (1) 
Physical. The physical essentials are 
proper food, exercise, fresh air and 
rest, These points are emphasized in 
the school apd in the home, for a 
child who is physically fit presents 
very few problems. Whereas, the 
child who is not well is nervous, cross 
and irritable. A study in Detroit re- 
vealed the fact that failures in schoo! 
and underweight went hand in hand. 
Mental capacity is retarded if the 
child is not physically well. 

(2) Moral. Emotional attitudes be- 
gin to be formed in infancy and con- 
tinue throughout the pre-school period, 
and by early adolescence these atti- 
tudes are firmly fixed. 
is becoming more prevalent that the| 
personality of the adult is made dur- 
ing the pre-school period. Everything

or act rad a child's life has a decisive 
influence in the making or marring 
of character. |. 

So, again, the responsibility of par- 
ents and teachers is great during these 
formative years, and they should real: 
ize the importance of directing and 
forming the child's emotional natures 
in a positive way. 

(3) Intellectual. ‘Today in the 
school and in the home education is 
regarded in this light: “The adgust- 
ment, the adaptation of a hum he- 
ing to the group, the physica] world 
and society around it.” In this mod- 
ern system of education the creative 
capacities of children are delved into 
and activated. Child development is 
carried forward in literature, in mu- 
sic, in art and in the dance.

picture. We shoot a picture which, 
when finished. will average 7,000 fect. 
Then we examine our cost sheet and 
find that the director had used 125,000 
to 150.000 feet of gelatine strip to 
make that 7.000 feet of finished pic- 
ture. And even this cost of gelatine 
strip—no small item—is not the se- 
cret of the loss in this particular in- 
stance. The big loss lies behind that 
wasted footage. 

“It lies in the salaries of armies 
of electricians, technicians and cam-

(other directors in Hollywood today. 
| What they do others can, be taught 
to do. Producers can insist on an 
end to wastage and ean have better 
pictures for less money, — 

“The first important fact for pro- 
ducers to assimilate is that the public 
have lost the habit of motion pic- 
tures. The radio has provided people 
with entertainment at home, the mo- 
tion picture must provide them with 
unusual entertainment out of- the 
home and .at. prices which they are 
able to meet under present conditions. 

“The habit of reaching out and 
signing up wholesale is another prac- 
tice which must be abandoned in stu- 
dios if Hollywood is to find her feet 
on solid ground. A fine character 
actress—man or woman—may make 
a picture and be worth the salary 
paid if that salary is paid for that 
picture only. But if the character 
actor is signed by the year and only 
is needed. for that one picture, it be- 
comes afiother matter entirely.

“T do not look to the cutting of star 
salaries as a vital matter of retrench- 
ment bécause of this. I consider the 
high prices paid fine charactef peo- 
ple‘economies when they are hired by 
the picture: I only regard such things 
as extravagances when character ac- 
tors are held throughout the year 
and used in one picture. We will 
have to learn to let such people free- 
lance and to pick up our casts gen- 
erally this way outside of our stars. 
The same is true of a fine book or a 
play. which may cost a large sum, 
yet be worth every cent of it. But 
the author of the piece may sit at a 
Hollywood desk for an entire year of 
contract, drawing down a huge sal- 
ary per week and yet turn out noth- 
ing usable for that corporation. 

“We are, in the motion picture in- 
dustry, no more able to get away 
from the personality element in art 
than is the theater. A. play with 
Ethel Barrymore, Alfred Lunt and 
Lynn Fontanne and ‘a number of 
others in the theater, would go bet- 
ter than the same play with different 
personalities...

As a daily newspaper reviewer he 
has been an associate of the theater 
for more years than I care to enumer- 
ate, since I am closest. to him in the 
list of veterans. Despite Mr. Mantle’s 
long and continuous contacts with the 
perils of the stage he remains as God 
created him—a bright; serene and 
knowing drama critic, as well as a 
bright, serene and - knowing man. of 
the world. All of which is a fraternal 
introduction to hfs latest yearbook of 
the drama, entitled “The Best Plays 
of 1930-31,” It is one of the best 
sellers. 

Mr. Mantle’s aim ir these annual 
volumes is to isolate from the muck 
of Broadway's manure piles, ten of 
the better plays, and to reward them 
with his benediction. Thus he selects 
for anointment this year the follow- 
ing expositions and displays, -most of 
them spilt milk:

As Good Investment

United States postage stamps aré 
useful for postal purposes; they are 
pretty, especially some of the come 
memorative issues; they give boy col- 
lectors and adult philatelists a hobby

Garden Club of Georgia, through its 
conservation chairman, Mrs. P. J. A. 
Berckmans Jr.,.f Augusta, issues 
a plea to the people of Georgia that 
in this Christmas season of 1931, 
thought be given to the conservation 
of the native trees of the state. One 
of the objects of the Garden Club of 
Georgia is “to protect our native 
trees, wild flowers and birds.” 

Mrs. Berckmans’ article follows: 

“Christmas of 1931 is nearly here 
and again we are planning for the cele- 
bration of that day, so again it is time 
to think of conserving the native 
trees. As trees have been of the 
greatest help and joy to each genera- 
tion, so for the generations to come 
will you help by doing your part and 
not use the holly that has been taken 
from a tree that has been cut down. 
If you want a holly tree, buy the 
whole root and branches and plant in 
your garden. Find out when you buy 
hog where they got the holly. and 
ow. 

“For the Christmas tree, whether a 
pine or cedar, get from a spot where 
the trees have come up very thick, 
select. one that ‘in taking out will 
allow the others room to develop. 


Whether a dealer or individual buy- 
er, will you kindly investigate where 


the party selling has secured the 
trees. By so doing you will help to 
beantify your own state and save the 
forests from reckless depredations. To 
those who are competing in the 
Christmas decorations, please do not 
use any tree but one growing on your 
property or one that has been pur- 
chased to plant. This should add 
many points to the exhibitor.” 

In connection with Mrs. Berck- 
mans’ entreaty for the sensible con- 
servation of our trees and evergreens 
in the Christmas season, she also calls 
attention togthe forest fire menace, 
especially to careless. hunters: “As 
there is an awful menace of forest 
fires all through the country, the Gar- 
den Club of Georgia is asking that 
you use the utmost care while in the 
woods or dry grass fields hunting. See 
that matches are out before throwing 
on the ground. Please put out your 
cigarets, etc., before discarding. It 
takes a mighty little spark to make a 
tremendous forest fire and cause the 
loss of thousands of dollars. So will 
you please stop and think and be sure 
there is no spark?’

HERE are few places in the United States that 

' have given rise to so many legends as Death 
Valley. Many are the tall tales that have been told 
of adventure, heroism and romance—many of ; 
them without foundation of fact. 

The author of the following article delved into 
the oldest accounts of the valley. He checked his 
findings with prospectors, desert rats and friendly 
Piute indians. Fact, he found, is as exciting as ’ 
fiction in that desert sinkhole. 

His story this week is of one of men who fought 
and died trying to find lost mires; of ghost cities 
once vibrant with the teeming life of gold pros- 
pectors, now desolate, their streets and houses 
echoing only to the wind; finally, of the ambitious 
plans to erect a powerful borax empire in the valley 
which eventually collapsed.

But always it has been 
deceptive, treacherous and elusive to those who 
hoped to find wealth there. 

__ Its history is one of rich gold and silver lodes 
found, only to be lost; of boom cities rising in its 
nearby canyons, only to be deserted by hundreds 
—even thousands—of disappointed prospectors; 
of fortunes made suddenly, only to disintegrate 
like a mirage. 


The old, grizzled desert rats amd prospectors ' 


to be found in the valley today ‘still talk of those 
spectacular, gaudy days when men staked every- 
thing for hopes of a fortune in gold or silver. 
They tell of men who went out seeking gold, 
never to return; of others found dying of thirst 
or of the intense heat, or wandering about insane. 

Their stories go back even to the days of the 
Forty-niners. ‘There is not a prospector in the 
valley who cannot tell you about daring, beau- 
tiful young Mrs. Arcane, of the Jayhawkers. 

Told that she must leave her belongings behind, 
she insisted on wearing her best gown, a volumi- 
nous affair with bustles and flounces. Riding an 
ox in the heart of Death Valley she presented an 
impressive picture until the ox stampeded. Mrs. 
Arcane thereupon gave a startling exhibition of 
Ox-riding—and then she was thrown, her flouncy 
dress badly marred during the experience. Ina 
previous article I have given a more detailed de- 
scription of this happening. 

But of all the stories there is none more un- 
usua] than that of F. M. Smith, who became 
famous as “ the Borax King.” The fame of Death 
Valley as a producer rests largely on its borax 
output, and it was Smith who figured chiefly in 
this. It was he who popularized the famous 
Twenty-Mule Team, using it because it was the 
best way of transporting the borax out of Death 
Valley. 

Smith died not long ago, at the age of 85. He 
was penniless. Yet once he was worth millions. 
It was he who, forty years ago, worked as a 
miner, picking at mineral pockets here and there, 
sleeping under the stars wherever night chanced 
to overtake him, oblivious to hunger and thirst, 
and buoyed up by a prospector’s hopes. He was 
determined to wrench-his fortune from: a land 
where the only milestones were the bleached 
bones of his predecessors. 

After wandering in the arid wastes of Ari- 
zona, Smith entered Death Valley. Like most 
gold prospectors, he had little use for those who 
talked about borax. Borax, indeed! Gold was 
what any red-blooded prospector should look for. 

But his imagination became fired when, a few

chemicals over it. If the supposed borax turned 
green, it was borax indeed. Winters tested some 
stuff nearby and it turned green. Hé began 
operations immediately. 

Meanwhile, Daunet, another drifting pros- 
pector, had heard about Winter’s find. It re- 
called to him white marshes in Death Valley he 
had seen. Thereupon he opened up what was 
called the Eagle Borax Works, afew miles north 
of Bennett Wells, and about twenty miles south- 
west of Furnace Creek. 

Borax, in those days, was aluxury. It sold in 
the neighborhood of $5 a pound, and, although 
scientists knew of its value in manufacturing, its 
price was so prohibitive that it was not used. 
Even today it can be found in this country only 
in parts of Nevada, California and Oregon. 

Aaron Winters finally sold his find of borax 
to “Borax” Smith and the latter’s partner, W. T. 
Coleman, wholesale merchant. A sum of $20,000 
was paid for title to the borax. The partners 
started the old Harmony Borax Works, but before 
they got under way they discovered that Isidore 
Daunet was making immense progress. 

Daunet and his associates had little equip- 
ment. It consisted of a metal pan, 5:feet wide.

22 feet long and 3 feet deep; and 
twelve 1,000-gallon vats. All these 
they laboriously dragged through 
the mountains from Nevada to their 
c]Jaim. They employed fifty men 
to gather the “cottonball” —the 
miners’ name for the white, round 
chunks of borax, which they 
knocked from their beds—and they 
kept their boilers hot with mes- 
quite wood. 

But Daunet’s product proved impure. After 
130 tons had been sent out, the plant was closed 
permanently and went into oblivion.’ One item 
which disgruntled the operators was that, al- 
though the employes were able to bear up and 
work during the torrid Summer months, Nature 
refused to fall in line. The necessary crystalliza- 
tion of the prodict failed to take place in the 
fierce temperatures before it could be shipped. 

Meanwhile, “Borax” Smith and Coleman got 
their plant: under way. 
hand the borate of lime or ulexite they found 
there. Wagon loads of this “cottonball’’ were 
dumped: into huge tanks with water and car- 
bonate of water. As this was heated by the 
mesquite wood fires it was constantly stirred. 

After reaching a boiling temperature chem- 
ical reactions began to occur. Lime and carbonic 
acid in the brew took up with each other to pre- 
cipitate and remain as a solution of biborate of 
soda. Then this solution was drawn off.in huge 
vats, strung with steel rods on which the borax 
crystallized. The crystals were later knocked 
off, piled in great-masses and set out to dry 
completely. 

In 1889, after the marshes had been pretty 
thoroughly worked out, Coleman assigned his 
property to the Pacific Coast Borax Company and 
work at the old Harmony plant ceased. Then 
Smith entered the picture in earnest. Working 
his way to the head of the Pacific Company, he 
sent geologists to find the source of the borax 


. marshes. 


Eventually they found great beds of the chem-

a fortune lay in borax development, the problem. 
remaining was transportation.

necessary to get the borax there before it could 
be shipped by rail.

To do this Smith developed his “twenty-mule- . : : 


team” plan. It ultimately gained such fame that 
“‘twenty-mule team” and borax became synony-. 
mous in the public mind. Smith obtained the 
mules easily enough: Then he turned his atten- 
tion to obtaining vehicles of an adequate size. A 
thorough search revealed that there were no 
standard-make wagons of the size he wished. 
So, at his order, he had ten such huge vehicles 
constructed. 

These were out of all proportion to any 
wagons that ever had been made. Their beds 
were 16 feet long, 4 feet wide and 6 feet, deep. 
Tires were 8 inches wide and 1 inch thick. 
Hubs were 18 inches in diameter and 22 inches 
long. Wheel tread was 6 feet. Each vehicle 
weighed 7,800 pounds unloaded, and they cost. 
approximately $1,000 apiece. They were all 
“hand-made.” . 

To drive these great wagons (two of which 
comprised one load) required the work of ateam- 
ster of high order. Not just any man who could 
drive a horse-and-four was given the job. Long 
months of training were necessary before one 
became an expert. : 

The term “twenty-mule-team,” it might be 


said, parenthetically, is a bit misleading. As’a 


matter of fact each team comprised only eighteen 
mules. The two other animals were horses. The 


-jatter were paced in the lead because of their 


greater willingness to respond to a driver’s com- 
mand than the average pair of mules. 

Whips used by the drivers were 28 feet long 
overall, with a 22-foot lash and a 6-foot handle. 
The driver also had by his side a box of small 
pebbles. Thus, if an animal became recalcitrant, 


he could flick its ear with a well-tossed stone. . 


Teamsters developed remarkable aim with the 
pebbles, and could toss one to any part of the. 
anatomy of one of their animals, even while 
surging and bounding over the rough desert and 
mountain roads. 

On every wagon, besides the driver, was an 
assistant or “swamper.” The swamper’s chief 
duty, probably, was to keep the box of pebbles 
well stocked, and, when things otherwise were 
too busy for the driver, to try a little sharpe 
shooting himself. aye

In 1900, Smith, ever a forward-looking indi- 
vidual, decided that transportation could be 

. made easier and more rapid by the use of trac- 
tors. Special types of tractors were constructed 
at his order, and nearly $100,000 was spent in 
developing them. They failed, however, to live 

2 up to expectations. This was because internal 
combustion engines were not able to bear up 
under the strain, 

Anyway, the “twenty-mule team” tri- 

@ umphantly remained in use until 1915, when the 
Death Valley Railroad, from Death Valley Junc- 
tion to the nearby town of Ryan, was constructed 
and put into operation. The railroad is 16 miles 
long, over a narrow-gauge track, and cost ap- 
proximately $300,000. From Ryan a still nar- 
rower gauge track was run three miles to the 

, borax drifts and. tunnels. 

Thus it was that borax, once selling for $5 a 
pound, eventually dropped to five cents a pound. 
But “Borax’’ Smith was able to take three great 

@ personal fortunes from Death Valley’s mines. 
Two of these fortunes he dissipated by more or 
less carelessness, and the third and largest he 
lost through overdevelopment of land. 

. Forty-five years ago, when his “twenty-mule 
teams were astonishing the world and hauling 
*him.a fortune, he built a borax factory in Oak- 
land. This was to refine the impure product taken 
from nature’s sink. The millions thus earned he 
began putting in Oakland ‘real estate. In 1912 
he ranked as one of the country’s richest men.

divided ona huge scale, and organized the United 
Properties Company, capitalized at $50,000,000. 

But “Borax’’ Smith was not as much at home 
in the world of finance as he was in Death 
Valley. There came a crash. New borax de- 
posits as rich as his, and far more easily trans- 
ported, were found in Nevada and Oregon. Smith 
tumbled from his throne as borax king. He 
couldn’t make good his personal notes, secured 
by shares in the companies which he owned, and 
his individual debts amounted to more than 
$24,000,000 

Probably averting a panic, Oakland and San 
Francisco capitalists re-organized Smith’s hold- 
ings, the borax properties were sold and the 
realty syndicates re-organized. Smith was 67 
years old when, in 1913 undaufited by his tre- 
mendous losses, he went back into the desert. 
Eight years later he found and purchased the 
so-called ‘““Mountain of Crystal,” in Nevada. It 
was another borax mine, and only 18 miles from 
a railway. 

Slowly he made a comeback. But soon age 
began to tell. No longer did he find himself able 
to play the involved game of finance, organiza- 
tion and re-organization. He could not promote 
with the sure touch that had marked his life in 
the past. Again his fortune dwindled, and this 
time there was no comeback. Bit by bit he sold 
off portions of his great estate, and finally aban- 
doned his mansion. Then, broken in. spirit, 
health and finances, he died. 

But men still linger about the old borax mines 
of the valley. Borax there is in great quantities, 
but even the present owners have found that 
Death Valley itself offers too great a handicap. 
The mines are no longer worked. 

Aside from colorful “‘Borax”’ Smith there were 
others who tried to wrest fortunes from the 
valley’s canyons. Most of them, however, had 


only contempt for such unromantic products as - 


borax.. Gold! . That was their only aim. 
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Indeed, during “Borax” Smith’s early days 
(as now recalled) he became closely associated 
with one ‘Dry Camp” Horton, desert rat extraor- 
dinary. He was called “Dry Camp” because he 
had a strange liking for setting up his camps as 
far away trom water as possible. 

The stories go that he was urged time and 
again by Smith to join the later in his borax 
ventures. But “Dry Camp” told Smith that borax 
held no thrill. To him only gold and silver were 
worth while. Horton made a-few strikes, as have 
almost all of those grizzled old prospectors who 
roam the region. But none ever brought him any 
great return. 

Then, a few years ago, he set out to follow a 
map he believed would lead him to one of the 
fabulous “‘lost’’ gold mines. He never returned. 
There has been uncovered absolutely no trace of 
him since, and he is believed to have died on the 
desert. 

He is only one of the hundreds who have 
been lured by false trails to gold only to be be- 
trayed by the desert itself. Many are the tales 
that have swept the country—not only of gold 
lodes, but of rich jewel strikes in the valley or 
the hills surrounding it. 

All these stories about jewel finds can be dis- 
counted. ‘Jewelry’ rock is, perhaps, the nearest 
thing to actual gems that has ever been found. 
And the ‘“‘jewelry” rock is hardly the sort of thing 
milady would care to wear for an engagement or 
dinner ring. 

The rock is so called because of its quality of 
shining brightly and taking a high polish. It is 
rock containing usually a small amount of low 
grade gold or silver ore, and its intrinsic value is 
virtually nothing at all. | 

The stories of gem mines are not the only 

fantastic tales that come from the Valley of 
Death. These tales lured men in spite of the 
fact that they knew of the valley’s blistering heat, 
of the unbearable natural conditions and the 
frightful experiences of the pioneers. 
But once the Forty-niners had sufficiently re- 
covered their health to tell of their experiences, 
the human urge to “see for yourself” was man- 
ifest throughout the nation. Men began to.trek 
to Death Valley. ’ 

This desire to see the valley undoubtedly was 
greatly enhanced by the tales of a rich silver 
mine, accidentally discovered by one of the origi- 
nal Forty-niners, whose name has been lost with 
the years. 

That first silver mine ta be spoken of is now 
known as “the Lost Gunsight” mine. Although 
it was reported to have been discovered on nu-

merous occasions, it is doubtful if it ever actually 
was found. | 

One story is that one of the old pioneers, hav- 
ing’ lost the sight off his gun, tarried a moment 
to break a piece of rock from a boulder. This 
rock he placed in his pocket. Upon reaching 
civilization he went to a gunsmith’s and asked 
that a new sight be made for his weapon. He 
displayed the piece of rock from which he wished 
the sight fashioned. The gunsmith recognized 
it as almost pure silver. 

Regardless of which ever story may be true, 
it seems that the emigrant DID find silver ore. 
In the years to come many set out in search. for 
the lode until, eventually, the name was changed 
to the Lost Gunsight Mine. 

But the story of this and other strahge mines 
and“how men went mad or died trying to find 
them is worthy of another chapter. For the 
strange experiences of these prospectors consti- 
tute the real lore of the valley.

Hints For Home Gardeners 


_ By W. Elbridge Freeborn 


HERE is one plant of much beau- 
ty that may be used and is used 
for covering ugly spots, whether 
this spot be an old bank, the 

bare side of a garage, an old fence, & 
post or a stump. This plant is the climb- 
ing rose. Besides its usefulness for cover- 
ing up these ugly spots, it is well worth 
while for the beauty that it has in its 
own right. 

Probably the most important consid- 
eration in climbing roses is the selection 
of the best varieties for the purpose in- 
tended. In 1922, the American Rose So- 


ciety conducted a rose referendum over 
the entire United States asking that 
each member select one dozen best bush 
roses and one dozen best climbing roses. 
These results were compiled for refer- 
ence after they were divided into sec- 
tions. One of these sections included 
southern states which were as follows: 
Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Kentucky, 
Tennessee, South Carolina, Virginia, 
Texas and Maryland. The 12 best climb- 
ers selected were, in the order named: 
Silver Moon, Dr. W. Van Fleet, Ameri- 
can Pillar, Climbing American Beauty, 
Dorothy Perkins, Paul's Scarlet Climber, 
Tausendschon, Marechal Niel, Christine 
Wright, Excelsa, Gardenia and Mrs. 
Robert Peary. 

There are some criticisms that may 
be made of this list of “best’’ roses for 
our immediate section. The Climbing 
Marechal! Niel is not hardy in this sec- 


tion. There are a few plants in Atlanta 
that are growing fairly well, but as a 
rule they will not prove hardy. If only 
a few miles are traveled in the direction 
of Charleston there may be seen quan- 
tities of them in perfect condition, but 
for this section it may be omitted. 

Dorothy Perkins is not satisfactory 
here because of scale. For some reason 
it is more susceptible to mildew than 
any other rose. If this is allowed to go 
on it will not be long until your Dorothy 
Perkins has given this disease to the 
best of your roses. The American Pillar 
has much the same trouble as the Doro- 
thy Perkins. The other nine as a genera] 
rule will do well here in Atlanta. 

The American Rose Society has for 
the past few years rated Dr. W. Van 
Fleet as the best of all climbers and 
most people agree with them, This rose 
was introduced in 1910 by Dr. W. Van 
Fleet. The flowers are a light pink in 
color, have a beautifully shaped bud 
similar to the tea roses. Each flower is 
borne on a Stem that is fairly long, at 
least long enough for cutting. Each plant 
will produce thousands of blooms and 
usually stays in full bloom about three 
weeks. 

The Climbing American Beauty is an- 
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other fine climber that will grow suc- 
cessfully here. It has brilliant carmine 
flowers that have a good shape and are 
richly fragrant. The flowers appear eith- 
er singly or in threes. Although this 
plant will not grow as rapidly as the 
Dr. Van Fleet, it is a fairly vigorous 
grower. 

Another good red climber is Paul's 
Scarlet Climber. This rose has @ bril- 
liant scarlet color. Flowers will stay on 
the plant for numbers of days without 
fading. The plant may best be used ag a 
pillar rose since it does not attain the 
height that other climbers make. This 
is one of the most popular roses, one of 
the reasons being that it is an early 
bloomer. These plants have been put to 
a new use in the past few years in a 
number of different sections of Atlanta 
and to say the least, they are very at- 
tractively used in that manner. The rose 
is planted much as a@ specimen ever- 
green, out in an open spot and allowed 
to grow without any support or with 
only a very short plant stake. Each 
winter it is cut back severely, After a 
couple of years the main stems become 
as large as your thumb, and the plant 
about six or eight feet tall. When in full 
bloom it is truly a beautiful sight. Try 
one of the Paul's Scarlet Climbers in 
this manner this year and see if you 
are not well pleased with your success. 

Probably the best white climber is the 
Silver Moon. The buds are creamy 
colored, nearly single and borne in smal] 
sprays. The vine is unusually vigorous 


Culbertson on Contract 


THE ELEMENTS OF CONTRACT 


BY ELY CULBERTSON, 
World’s Champion Player and Greatest Card Analyst 


ONTRACT bridge is the fourth in 
line of succession of @ great 
series of partnership games play- 
ed with cards. The first was 

whist, and contract is a logical develop- 
ment of that game. Intervening between 
contract bridge, as we know it today, 
and whist, which is still liked by many 
people, was bridge and auction. Auc- 
tion retains many followers, but contract, 
because of the greater degree’ of science 
in its bidding, is gaining in popularity 
daily. 

The game of contract, like whist, 
bridge and auction bridge, is played by 
four people with a pack of 52 cards, two 
playing as partners against two others. 
The arrangement as to partners may be 
made in any way desired. The laws ol 
bridge provide that partners shall be 
determined by drawing cards and that 
the two players drawing the highest 
cards shall be partners against the two 
drawing the lowest. This having been 
settled, the player who drew the highest 
card becomes the dealer. The deck is 
shuffled and must always be cut by the 
player sitting at the right of the deal- 
er. After the cut is completed, the dealer 
deals one card in turn to each of the 
four players in rotation, starting with 
the player on his left, until all 52 are 
dealt. There must be a new deal with 
the same pack whenever any player 
does not receive his cards in regular or- 
der or when one player receives more 
than 13 cards. After the hand is pleyed, 
the player to the left of the first dealer 
deals the cards for the next hand. For 
convenience, it is usual to use two packs 
of cards and these should have backs of 
different colors, so that the decks will 
not be confused. The partners sit op- 
posite each other. While the dealer is 
dealing one deck, it is the duty of his 
partner to shuffle the “still” deck (the 
pack not then in use). 

The four suits into which the deck of 
cards is divided are ranked, highest last, 
as follows: clubs, diamonds, hearts, 
and spades. Olubs and diamonds are the 
the minor suits; hearts and spades, the 
major suits. They may easily be remem- 
bered by their initial letters in alpha- 
betical order, thus— ec and d, (earliest ih 
the alphabet) minor; h and s, major. 

The thirteen cards of the suit ranks as 
follows: ace, king, queen, knave, ten and 
so on down to the deuce (two spot), 
which is the lowest card of any suit. 

The cards are played in rotation from 
left to right as in nearly all card games. 
Each round of four cards, one from each 
player in turn, comprises a trick. The 
highest card played in each round takes 
or wins the trick. Partners count their 
combined tricks—one of the two picks 
up all that they win together, and places 
them on the table, backs up, in front of 
him. The first six tricks taken by either 
side do not count in the score—only 
those over six are counted as tricks 
made. Thus, if seven tricks are taken, 
one is scored.

There are a number of 
Climbers available for those of us who 
like them in bloom more than once a 
year. Some of the varieties that have 
been satisfac in Atlante that may 
be called ever-blooming rosea include, 
Climbing Lady Ashtown, Climbing Lady 
Hillingdon, Climbing Sunburst, Climbing

Climbing Lady Ashtown will bloom in

This is a very vigorous 
grower, quite hardy and fairly disease 
resistant. 


Climbing Lady Hillingdon is identical

one of the very best yellow roses avail- 
able. The flowers are well shaped, having 
pointed buds of soft apricot color, deep- 
ening to golden yellow. This rose is par- 
ticularly pleasing as a climber. 
Climbing Sunburst is another yellow 
climber. Yellow ig fast becoming the 
most popular of al] colors in roses, It 
has fine yellow flowers strongly suf- 
fused with orange and blooms very con- 
sistently throughout the season. The 
flowers are generally considered to be 
more beautiful than those of the bush 
Sunburst rose. “

is a pure white climber that has a yellow

However, last 
December 14, several dozen Darwin 
tulips—Princess Elizabeth—were planted 
in my garden, with great pains it is re- 
membered and some misgivings. But 
they bloomed—on time—in the spring, 
and beautifully.

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Yard's New Chief Is 4 Be ~ War Hero Lord 1 Soon’ 


Lord Hugh Montague Trenchard Won His Medals by Reprising for Zeppelin War Raids— 
British Police Rules Make His Men Polite as Head-Waiters But Dogged as Blood Hounds

ROM the House of Commons have 
been routed prime ministers, from 
off golden pedestals have been top- 
pled financial overlords of Throg- 

morton street, from glorying peaks of 
passing fame have been booted into ob- 
scurity heroes of the royal army and 
navy, but there is one body of Britishers 
that seems destined to carry on forever 
«they are the gentlemen attached to 
the criminal investigation department 
and special branch of Scotland Yard. 

For the average Briton, Scotland Yard 
and its works is a perennial institution. 
Thus, shifts in police personnel are of 
little moment to him. But for the men 
and women engaged in the dubious pas- 
time of outwitting the law and playing 
the game of international espionage 
changes in the criminal investigation de- 
partment and the special branch of the 
great English police organization are al- 
ways matters of vital import. 

This explains why the appointment 
recently of Lord Hugh Montague 
Trenchard, as commissioner of the 
metropolitan police of London, has cre- 
ated such a stir in the spy jungles and 
the criminal lairs throughout the world. 
The home secretary has appointed 4 
chief of police whose name wil] soon 
resound through the underworld like the 
growl of a man-eating tiger. 

Great Fighting Man. 

There can be no mistaking the fact 
that Scotland Yard has-now a com- 
mander who, while not a policeman, will 
carry the fight to the criminal elements 
of the British Isles. He is one of the 
greatest fighting men that ever graced 
the ranks of the British army, and 
known far and wide throughout the em- 
pire as hard-boiled a man as Was ever 
born, though respected because of his 
reputation for unswerving fairness and 
justice. Since 1927, he has been marshal 
of the royal air forces, and served with 
distinction through the World War, be- 
ing seriously wounded, and the subject 
of many despatches for bravery while 
under fire. 

He is undoubtedly one of the greatest 
figures that the conflict of 1914-1918 
produced. He is really the man who en- 
dowed the British air service with the 
spirit of the offensive. The complete 
mastery of the air which Haig’s forces 
enjoyed throughout the Somme fighting 
was exclusively Trenchard's achievement. 

Trenchard is one of the strong but not 
silent men. He is 58 now, stringy and 
sinewy, and tanned, by an outdoor life, 
most of which, since 1893 anyhow, has 
been spent in army barracks through- 
out the British empire. He is a fighting 
soldier, and has as fine a flow of lan- 
guage on occasion as any man that ever 
graduated from the British army. 

Feared By Underworld. 

For Americans he might well be de- 
scribed as a combination of General 
Smedley Butler and the late Admiral 
Robley D. Evans, flavored with a dash 
of the redoubtable Sergeant York. 


As a result of the appointment of Lord — 


Tfenchard, whose pay henceforth will 
be $15,000 a year, there will be but few 
changes amongst the senior officers of 
the Yard, for Chief Constable J. H. Ash- 
ley will remain as head of the criminal 
investigation department, and the spe- 
cial branch will probably continue un- 
der the supervision of Sir Trevor Big- 
ham, the present deputy commissioner. 

Leaders of the underworld—from Mar- 
seilles to Rio, and from New Orleans to 
Tokyo—are not, as a rule, interested in 
the commissionership, in that they re- 
gard it as a purely administrative office, 
concerned chiefly with the general con- 
trol of London's 33,000 police. Their con- 
cern has ever been with the head of the 
criminal investigation department and 
the special branch, because they are the 
individuals who take such an active 
hand in the technical processes which 
result in apprehensions, convictions, and 
jailings or executions. 

When Lord Byng was recently retired, 
the underworld was duped into the be- 
lief that some political favorite might 
e handed the commissionership of the 
metropolitan police, few imagining that 
such @ man as Lord Trenchard would 
be tendered the post, much less accept 
it. The rank and file of the Yard, from 
the humblest constable who parades a 
beat along Waterloo road to the might- 
iest of the “wise men” in the offices at 
Old Jewry, are pleased with the appoint- 
ment, because of the man’s ingrained 
honesty and his fighting spirit. 

As a result of the appointment, the 
underworld now knows that Chief Con- 
stable J. H. Ashley will retain control 
of the C. I. D., and Sir Trevor Bigham 
will also continue as chief of the secret 
branch, These two men, through scien- 
tific and laboratory work in crime de- 
tection, have on more than one occasion 
upset the calm of the underworld and 
spy jungles, 

The labors of those attached to the 
special branch—the English do not like 
to term “Secret Service’’—have been so 
outstanding in the way of definite re- 
sults that its attaches are feared in every 
large city of Europe. 

Not Sherlock Holmes Work. 

Since his appointment, Lord Trench- 
ard has announced that not only would 
he look after the tasks of the commis- 
sionership, but would also devote much 
of: his time and energies to the C. I. D. 
and the special branch. 

Not in its long history has the Yard 
had at its helm such a formidable trio 
as Lord Trenchard, Sir Trevor Bigham 
and Chief Constable J. H. Ashley, men 
who give no quarter—and expect none— 
theyre all fighters. 

Around the activities of the gentlemen 
working under the direction of the C. I. 
D., and of the individuals attached to 
tHe counter-espionage forces operating 
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from a small bare office high up under 
the roof at Scotland Yard, the writer of 
sensational fiction and the mechanician 
of cinema plots have thrown an aura 
of mystery and romance, but, withal, 
their work is only that of policemen—~ 
policemen from whose eyes nothing 
escapes, 

Scotland Yard produces no miraci¢ 
men. The magic of Sherlock Holmes 
and Arsene Lupin are not in its reper- 
tory. Just good, solid, day-by-day plug- 
ging on the trail of Britain’s criminals 
has given this police force world-wide 
renown. That and honesty, Scotland 
Yard is built on a solid rock of honesty. 

An International Problem, 

Thus much that has been written 
about the men who hold forth at the 
Old Jewry should be regarded as non- 
sense. While those out of the Yard real- 
ize that pure reasoning is essential] in 
the game of sleuthing, they are not un- 
mindful of the fact that the blood and 
bone of all police work is information. 
While the members of the British police 
organization do not employ stool pigeons, 
in the manner which prevails in New 
York, they rely on figures of the under- 
world for important tips. Those supply- 
ing information to the attaches of the 
Yard are known as “Narks.” And & 
“Copper’s Nark” is held in low esteem. 
Unlike the stool pigeon of American 
fame, the Nark seldom embarks in any 
sort of a criminal enterprise, nor does 
he play the role of an agent provocateur 
as is the custom in New York, 

It is true that the methods employed 
by Scotland Yard and the police or- 
ganizations of the large American cities 
differ markedly. Policing in the United 
States is in the main a domestic prob- 
lem, while that abroad is often interna- 
tional in its scope in that it is linked 
with the great game of diplomacy and 
politics. 

But even in routine matters, such as 
the pick-up for a murder, there is a 
striking difference between the opera- 
tions of the American police and those 
of England. 

There is a mysterious slaying— 

Under the laws of Great Britain, a 
policeman can arrest only on evidence. 
Suspicion is not enough. 

Rules for Arresting. 


And in making the arrest his methods . 


are still subject to rigid rules. These are 
known as the judge’s rules, since they 
were drawn up by the high judges of 
the crown a few years ago. Even his 
approach is according to formula, If he 
knows the name of the man to be taken 


into custody, the Scotland Yard man 
says: 

“You are John Brown. I am a police- 
man. I am arresting you for the murder 
of Jessie Jones. You need not make & 
statement,.’’ 

The British police are not allowed to 
interrogate a suspect in such a Way as 
may incriminate him. They are tied 
pretty tightly by the rules of the com- 
mission on police procedure. 


They know that if they overstep the 
mark by an inch there will be a hulla- 
baloo in the house of commons with the 
home secretary on the grill, as to why 
one of His Majesty's subjects has been 
deprived of his rights by the “high- 
handed methods of the police.” 

And, if there is anything that jars 
Scotland Yard it is questions being asked 
in the house of commons. 


It is a well-known fact that many men 
and women whom the police are quite 
certain of being murderers walk the 
Streets of London, without the least in- 
terference. They retain their freedom 
until facts can be dug up to warrant 
their apprehension. 

It is, in brief, the price the British pay 
for their fundamental right to be pod 
garded as innocent until proved othere- 


Science’s Vast Role. 

That right springs from the English 
idea of liberty. It is this: Every citizen 
of the crown is free, provided he does 
not break the law. If the policeman 
merely thinks he has broken the law, 
it is not enough—there must be proof. 

It is because of these hampering re- 
strictions that science plays such @ 
major role in the elucidation-of crime 
by Scotland Yard. It is not overstating 
matters to say that the verdicts in many 
of the most baffling cases of recent times 
in Britain have been based on the evi- 
dence of the mecca dB de- 
tective. 

This may have the ring of Sherlock 
Holmes, but it is true. And the scientifi- 
cally-trained detectives of Scotland Yard 


may be the man of: medicine, the. toxi- 
cologist, the microscopist, the analytical 
chemist, the X-ray specialist, or the man 
who once wore the tunic and helmet 
and patrolled a beat. 

Take the William Podmore case—to 
go no farther back. Science was largely 
instrumental in forging the chain of evi- 
dence which sent that murderer to the 
scaffold. The exceedingly intricate and 
involved investigations of a scientific na- 
ture included miscrosopical tests of books 
and documents, and the treatment by 
chemicals of.a small scrap of paper— 
foot-trodden, oil-stained and with the 
writing almost totally obliterated—found 
in the garage where the body of the 
murdered man, Victor Messiter, an 
American, was also found. 

This fatal “scrap of paper,” probably 
more than anything else, connected Pod- 
more With the murdeéf, and but for it 
the possibility is that he would never 
have been arrested and finally convicted. 


Collecting Evidence. 


But for weeks and weeks Podmore en- 

joyed his freedom. He sneered at the 
efforts of Scotland Yard to solve the 
murder, for which he was later to swing 
high on a gibbet. Then Podmore, fool- 
*ishly, imagined that the’ gentlemen of 
the Yard had dismissed him from their 
minds, There he blundered, They were 
merely collecting evidence that would 
hang him, Illimitable. and inexh2::-tible 
is the patience of those who work out 
of the Yard. 

In a room:of the Yard, at @ table, sat 
@ man with his eyes glued to the barrel 
of a miscroscope.

And the object of theSe investigations? 

To find the guns from which the three

The evidence collected so patiently by 
the man with the microscope and his ex- 
pert knowledge of firearms and how 
lead bullets behave when they crash 
upon @ tough living structure, like skull 
bone, was all a British jury needed. 


As Kennedy stepped on the scaffold, 
he smiled wanly and then said: 

“My wife told me not -to trust Scot- 
land Yard, telling me that they’d get 
me, if they had to wait till doomsday 
and pluck me from the pits of hell. 

“Well, they plucked me all right.’’
